By teletype dated 3/11/71, our New York; Office advised that 
former Assistant to the Director Louis B. ; Nichols had contacted that Office on 
3/10/71, to advise that he was in New York for an appearance before the 
New York State Joint Legislative Committee On Crime (NYSJLCC), According 
to Mr. : Nichols, this Committee was attempting to establish a tie in between 
Mr, Rosenstiel, former head of the Schenley Company, and organized crime 
dating back to the prohibition era. Mr.: Nichols advised that the Committee 
had indicated by innuendo that Mr. : Rosenstiel hired former FBI Agent John 
HSrringtaikand Nichols for the Schenley Company and contributed to the' 

J. EdgajrHoover Foundation to keep the FBI away from him, Mr. : Nichols 
< pointed out that in a statement he was to release on 3/11/71, he would make a 
J “violent dissent” to this innuendo* 

By airtei dated 3/12/71, from our New York Office, it was hote< 
that Mr. : Nichols had contacted that Office following his testimony before this 
Committee and indicated that they had given him. a bad time but that he had give 

i it back to them, in kind. He Stated that captioned individual was definitely 
antagonistic, to the FBI and felt that, we are liab le to h ave trouble, with him 
sometime in the future.

Mr. NICHOLS advised 
that he could tell this by MC LAUGHLIN' s tone^of voice when 
he started questioning him about the J. EdgaiMfoover 
Foundation. Mr. NICHOLS said that he, NICHOLS , "let him have 
it with all four." He suggested that FBI check ' around, and 
find OUt "What is bugging MC LAUGHLIN." He feels that we 
are liable to have trouble with' him at somdtime in the 
future.

(You will recall that on 11-5-70, the FBIRA received 
$10,000 from ’the «T. Edgar Hoover Foundation, $5,000 of which was 
earmarked to eventually purchase books for the law enforcement 
library at the new FBI Academy at Quantico. The remaining $5, 000 
was to be used in purchasing and distributing copies of Don Whitehead's 
new book, "Attack on Terror, " to appropriate libraries throughout 
the country. 

On 1-14-71, a memorandum was submitted to you 
stating that 317 copies of "Attack on Terror" had been mailed to 1 
college law libraries and other recipients. The cost to the FBIRA of 
these 317 books, envelopes, and mailing costs amounted to $1, 268. 

Since that time, a total of 896 additional copies Of 
"Attack on Terror, " have been mailed to colleges with law enforcement 
programs and other approved sources. With the 317 copies of the 
books previously mailed plus the 896 copies that were mailed during 
the past week, we have a total of 1, 213 books which have been sent 
out. The cost of these books, plus envelopes and stamps amounts to 
$4, 852, leaving a credit to the J. Edgar Hoover Foundation in the 
FBIRA at this time. cj cf, / q

Mr* L* B# Nichols, former Assistant to the Director, j x 1 
telephoned Bishop from Leesburg on 10/16/70. He stated that the J. 

Edgar Hoover Foundation still has some uncommitted funds which must be spent t 
before the end of the current calendar year or they will be subject to tax under 
new tax laws. Accordingly, the Foundation desires to dispose of these funds and 
Nichols stated that they would like to dispose of $10, 000 of these funds in the 
following manner:; 

(1) A- donation of $5, 000 to the FBI Recreation Association (FBIRA), yfe 

to be earmarked for the purchase of suitable books for the law enforcement libraryrv 
at the new FBI Academy at Quantico. The donation would be made to the FBIRA 
during this calendar year but, by earmarking the funds, the FBIRA could purchase J 
the books as suitable books come on the market in the future. 30 

(2) A donation of $5, 000 to the FBIRA to be used in purchasing, * 

and to cover the expense of mailing, copies of Don Whitehead’s new book entitled 
"Attack- on Terror: The FBI Against the Ku Klux Klan in Mississippi." Nichols 
stated that the Foundation desires to purchase this book and have it distributed 
to college libraries throughout the country inasmuch as he feels it gives an 
excellent picture of the very intensive and praiseworthy work in the civil rights 
field done by the FBI, He stated that he felt this would serve to enlighten many 
college students as to the Bureau and its activities.

Mr. Louis B. Nichols, as President of The J. Edgar Hoover Foundation, 
today requested you to have a letter directed to him by an officer of the FBIRA 
advising of the disposition made of the $10,000 which The J. Edgar Hoover Foundation 
provided to the FBIRA in October 1970. Mr. Nichols wants this letter as back-up 
material for the Federal tax return being filed on behalf of The J. Edgar Hoover 
Foundation, and for the Foundation’s annual report. 

Mr. Nichols by letter of 10/30/70' sent a check for $10,000, payable 
to the FBIRA, as a contribution from The J;. Edgar Hoover Foundation. His letter 
specified that $5,000 was to be allocated to provide materials for the library at 
the new FBI Academy at Quantico, Virginia, and the remaining $5,000 was to be 
used to distribute ^ copies of Don Whitehead’s book "Attack on Terror" to law school 
and college libraries. G / 

In line with the Director's approval that we go ahead with the purchase 
of books for the FBI Academy library, we have expended $4, 958. 80 for basic law 
reference books which are now on order. The books ordered are the Federal 
Register and the Federal Supplement; U. S. Supreme Court Reports, Lawyers 
Edition; and American Law Reports, Federal.

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Distribution of the Whitehead book "Attack on Terror" was completed 
prior to 2/17/71. In all,, 1,213 copies of this book were mailed to law school 
libraries, to colleges with law enforcement programs supported by the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration and to state endowed colleges. This was the order of a 

priority requested by Mr. Nichols. The cost of each book and mailing thereof was ( 

$4 for a total cost of $4, 852.

Availability of Scholarships for FBI Employees 


In 2/73, notice was received from the University of the availability of cer- 
tain educational grants through the generosity of the J. Edgar Hoover Foundation, 
and it was recommended and approved at that time that the information be made 
available to each FBIHQ Division Head and to SACs, Washington Field and Alexan- 
dria Offices, along with a. copy of the Southeastern University announcement. 

By way of background, captioned Foundation was incorporated in the District 
of Columbia in 1965 as a nonprofit corporation. Since its inception, the Foundation 
has been devoted exclusively to charitable and educational purposes. Former 
Assistant Director Louis B. Nichols is the principal officer of the Foundation. 
Foremost among the objectives of the Foundation as set forth in its by-laws are: 

'To safeguard the heritage and freedom of the United States of America, to promote 
good citizenship through an appreciation of its form, of government and to perpet- 
uate the ideals and purposes'to which the Honorable J. Edgar Hoover had dedicated 
his life;" and "to combat communism or any other ideology or doctrine which shall 
be opposed to the principles set forth, in The Constitution of the United States of 
America or the rule of law. " Since .1968, above Foundation has granted funds to 
Southeastern University for scholarship assistance to deserving students of the FBI. 


Southeastern University is a college of business and financial administration 
located in. downtown Washington, D. C. It is accredited by the Accrediting Com- 
mission for Business Schools as a senior college of. business, and it is a four-year 
resident college. Over the years, a number of FBI employees have attended this 
school, and we currently have a number of Agents on our rolls who are Southeastern| 
University graduates as well as a number of our clerical employees. Tuition is 
somewhat lower than that of major colleges -in this area.
